Dr. Morrison's Views. 

There can be little doubt that the pasi- 

- tion as regards the Administration at 
Shanghai is one of the most important 
requiring the attention of the Foruign 
Representatives and the Chinese Govern- 
ment. Matters have for very thany years 
been in an.ungatisfactory position, but 
partly by good sense and partly by cou- 
¢ilintory, or at times strong, methods the 
xettloment has, on the whole, pursed its 
course without too great frietion, The 
rights rest on the Land Regulations in 
forea from timo to timo, It is evident if 
these are pornsed that the  Ministors 
and Cousulk of the three Treaty Powers 
(Great Britain, JFrance, and the United 
States) who -erésted tlh Shanghai Muni- 
cipslity, undoubtedly intended to give tho 
tnunicipality complote authority over the 
Settlomont and all residents in its limits, 
foroign and Chinese, Attempts have been 
made now and again te impair that aithorit y 
by Conaula and Chineso efliciula, and tho 
Counei}, an local journal baw poinjed ont, 
haa not always been  atrenueuy ip 
resuting these ntlempts an it should he,

date, Last week the representatives of 
England, Gormnny, and the United States 
mavo the axsesgory morc liberal instructions, 
ut the administration is daily becoming 
more difficult.” Attompts to arrive at a 
solution at Peking have been blocked, aa 
woll ay in railway and some other matters, 
by the non-possumus attitude that the 
Chinese Government has now been cmploy- 
ing for a considerable time. Dr. Morrison 
suggests that in view of tho present. condi- 
tions, which many think will inevitably 
lend to further trouble, to be followed 
hy re-occupation by foreign troops, the 
British Governmont is urged to assume the 
position due to our paramount interests, 
and to enforce a satisfactory sottlement 
withthe Chineso Government, indepondent- 
ly, if nocessary. Tho matter certainly 
needs adjustment, and whilst the side of 
humanity and justice as regards Chinese 
living within tho sattlementa ‘should be 
safeguarded, we must recognise that China 
is, within the treatles signed by her, 
entitled to oqually safeguard her own 
sovereignty.
